Townspeople Express Many 


Opinions On Government 


Residents of the town have a 
variety of opinions about their 
town government =< and not all 
of them are good, 

At the second session of the 
Committee to Study the Charter = 
held last Thursday evening - mem- 
bers reported on their interviews 
with other citizens of the town. 
It was stressed that the opinions 
presented were not those of the 
members, but merely reflected 
the thinking of persons they inter- 
viewed, 

Most predominant among the 
opinions related were the twin 
comments: 

The manager should be more 
firm, stronger, And, the Select- 
men meddle in administration too 
much, 

A strong overtone of worry could 
be sensed, as report after re« 
port listed taxes as a strong factor 
in the residents’ thinking, Many 
praised the Finance Committee 
for helping keep the rate stable; 
some are concerned that taxes 
will keep going up, without end, 

The School Committee came in 
for criticism and suggestions were 
made that the town manager take 
over non~educational functions, or 
serve on the Committee, or that 
town meeting cut the budget and 
let the School Committee go to 
court for their funds. 


Concern js felt about appoint 
ments to town boards = those 
interviewed felt that the Select- 
men should play a more vital 
role in this function - the charter 
says the manager appoints and the 
Selectmen approve. 

There was little sentiment for a 
drastic change from the manager 
charter - one or two persons ap= 
parently felt that an executive 
secretary would be better but most 
appear to favor retention of the 
charter, 

Some comments indicated the 
thought that most departments 
functioned properly before the 
change to manager, and are still 
doing well, 

Others feel that the present ad- 
ministration is better, more ef- 
ficient, 

Some residents fee] that interest 
suffers when so few names are on 
the ballot, and when people don’t 
even know who the appointed of- 
ficials are, anymore. 

Central purchasing isn’t working 
was one comment = youchers for 
expenditures over $15, and up to 
$500, are required - but each de- 
partment buys independently as it 
did prior to the change, 

Complaints were heard about 
the recreation department, 

The method of setting employees’ 
Pay was commented upon = some 
fee] the manager should not have 
this ultimate power; others believe 


he is subject to too great pres: | 


sure from the town employees 
because he is one man against 
many,
